And as there has 
been dilereuce in compoſing it, ſo there has becn difference 
when ro begin it. The Venetians began their Year in March, the A4- 
thenians in June, the Egyptians in Fuly, the Ethiopians in Auguſt, 
the Muſcouites in September, the Syrians and Syro-Grecians 1n Oftober, 
rhe Romans under Romulits, began their Year from the Equinox 
in March, but afterward, by the appointment. of Nama, and ap- 
probation of 7ulizs Caſar, it began at the beginning of the Bru-
